Prim Afondov'8 DaUv- 


A horribly distressing catastrophe oc- 


curred at tbe home of Mr. Rhodes Allen, 
one mile north of Harnstown, just before 
the breakfast hour on Sunday morning, 
and to-day the family is almost inconsol- 
able because of the dreadful misfortune 
which has fallen to the lot of their little 
five-year-old daughter. 


At the time of the dreadful occurrence 


the family was just ready to partake of 
breakfast. The little girl and her nine- 
year-old brother, Roy, were out in the 
yard running about. They were playing 
about the hog lot, 50 yards from the 
house, when the little girl climbed over 
the fence among the nogs. Instantly an 
old sow and several hungry hogs ran at 
the little girl and threw her down, and 
while she screamed for help every stitch 
of clothing was torn from her body except 
a part of her undershirt. Even her shoes 
and stockings were torn off, and the body 
was frightfully torn and disfigured above 
tbe hipa. Tbe body was rolled over in 
the mud and dust and when taken out 
bore countless tooth marks on the chest, 
body and arms. The left arm was broken 
below the elbow, and the left aye was 
torn out ol its socket by the remorse- 
less teeth of the sow. 
There were 


several deep cuts on the forehead, from 
which the skin had been torn and tbe 
bone laid bare. One ear was nearly torn 
off, and left hanging by a shred of bleed- 
ing flesh. The temporal muscles were cut 
in twain, and there were numerous trian- 
gular rents of the scalp, and both arms 
were bruised and bitten from shoulder to 
hand. The dreadful work was done in 
less than two minutes, and though little 
Roy bravely jumped over the fence among 
the hogs to the rescue of his little 
sister, he was unable to keep the 
maddened brutes away, and waa himself 
attacked, and more or less bruised, his 
clothing being torn in places. The cries 
of Roy were heard by Mrs. Alleu and 
she came to the lot as fast as she could 
run. She lifted Roy over the fence, and 
did not know at the time that her little 
daughter was in the lot until she heard 
her cries. Then tbe girl, horribly muti- 
lated, waa removed and carried to the 
dwelling, where she was attended by Drs. 
Connelly and Ferguson, who were hastily 
summoned from Harristown. Dr. W. J. 
Uhenoweth, of this city, was called in to 
assist in dressing the wounds. It was a 
very difficult undertaking, for the mud 
and dirt had to be washed out of the 
ragged wonnde, but the little sufferer 
bore up under the ordeal surprisingly 
well, while the distressed parents and 
neighbors were wild with grief over the 
sad occurrence. 
Every one about the 


place was moved to tears at the sight of 
the little girl's body, and every effort was 
made to console the distressed parents. 


The physicians dressed the wounds of 


the little sufferer as best they could, re- 
placing the ear which will knit in time. 
The outs on her forehead and scalp were 
neatly sewed together. If the little girl 
lives there will be a triangular mark on 
her forehead, and of course one eye is 
gone and her body will bear marks she 
will carry to her grave. 
But for the 


timely arrival of the mother, both Boy 
and the little girl would have been de- 
voured by the hogs. 
There were sev- 


eral large hogs in the lot, the sow having 
just been separated from a litter of pigs. 


Mr. Allen and family had made prepa- 


rations to go to Hot Springs, Ark., and 
were to have departed for that place this 
morning to remain several weeks. They 
concluded on Saturday to postpone their 
departure several days to meet friends 
who came from Kentucky. 
It is probable that the little girl will 


recover.

Crops in the County. 


Secretary Fisher, of the state board of 


agriculture, sends the KEPTJBLIOAN a cir- 
cular containing crop prospects in the 
state up to August 1st. The correspond- 
ent tor this county reported as follows: 


MAOON, 


The storm the last week in July pros- 


trated the corn and rednced the prospecte 
for an average yield per acre; where tbe 
corn was not blown down there will be 
more than an average yield per acre. Sor- 
ghum looks well. There will be about 12 
bushels per acre of winter wheat and rye 
on the average, and 33 bushels of oats, 
Oats were badly lodged in places.

There will be an average crop of 
quinces, three-fourths of a crop of apple*, 
pears and blackberries, and lees than half 
a crop of grapes.

The object of Mr. Van 


?elt seems to have been to pat the 
oallot-boxes in places either the most 
naccessible or most objectionable 
,hat a person of devilish ingenuity 
could discern, and it would be ex- 
ceeding difficult, with that idea in 
view, to improve upon Mr. Van Pelt's 
ist. It may be in perfect keeping 
with the democratic idea of running 
a saloon candidate for governor of 
this state that the votes for him 
should be cast in a grog-shop, but 
we believe it is a fact that there are 
decent candidates to be voted for in 
this election, although that could 
hardly influence such men as Van 
Pelt to a recognition of their rights 
or those of their supporters.

A Workingman Who Saye 850,- 
000 Men will Take up the Battle 
of New York City's Engineers.

In the great throng in front of the 


Fifth Avenue Hotel, while Gov. 
Cleveland was there yesterday morn- 
ing, stood a burly American with a 
gray beard and soiled hands. He 
•carried a dinner pail, and wore a 
blue and white jumper. He walked 
up to another bystander and said: 
"Grover Cleveland stands no better 
show of being elected President than 
I do." 


"How so?" 
"Because 
the workingmen are 


against him. I belong to an organ- 
ization of 850,000 men who will vote 
against him, I am an engineer. Not 
all the men I speak of are engineers, 
but they are united, and they believe 
that an injury to one of their num- 
ber is an injury to all. 
They will 


see that Cleveland is not elected." 


"What has Cleveland done to 


cause the engineers to oppose him?" 


The man took a slip from his 


pocket and said, reading from it:

people of Cincinnati had a slight 
foretaste of what they have to ex- 
pect under Democratic rule at the 
late election. 
Innocent men were 


shamefully 
abused, many driven 


from the polls, others arrested and 
locked up, and still others knocked 
down and treated in the most out- 
rageous manner. 
, 


An unspeakable outrage was com- 


mitted Monday night by the scoun- 
drels who disgrace the police force. 
One hundred and thirteen colored 
men were arrested and jammed into 
a dark cellar in the Hammond sireet 
station house. Hearing something 
of this, the United States authorities 
mbde inquiry at the station house, 
but no one there knew anything 
about it. Late Tuesday night, after 
the closing of the polls, these colored 
men were released, no charges being 
preferred against tliem, after being 
confined in the dismal hole for more 
than eighteen hours. 


The release of these men without 


any charges being preferred against 
them was a clear confession that they 
had not been guilty of any wrong. 
It was simply a trick to deprive the 
colored men of their right to vote, 
an application of Mississippi Demo- 
cratic policy to free men in Ohio.

and 50 days old, and had walked half 
a mile to the station with John A.

that for Foraker in 1883. The Dem- 
ocratic vote is 378,302, or 18,509 
larger than that for Hoadley in 1883.

"LET IT DIB!'

The first 
readc-r contains the portrait of Abraham 
Lincoln—that kind and sturdy face never 
mads a Democrat. On its simple pages, 
in words of one or two syllables, is told 
the story of his birth and douth. That 
story never made a Democrat.
